HE Toledo branch of the Brotherhood of Painters and Decorators is one of 
the most flourishing and progressive unions in the city. The beneficiary 
effects of organization has no better illustration than the rise and progress 
of this institution. It is composed of sober and industrious workmen—mechanics, 
all citizens of Toledo and interested in her interests. On January 1, 1887, in 
response to a call sent out by the Central Labor Union, of Toledo, twenty-eight 
painters met in Mulcahey’s Hall, Monroe street, and the result of the meeting was 
the forming of a Local Union; and although the condition of the craft was so 
lowered that even the projectors of the movement almost despaired of success; to¬ 
day they can, with no small amount of pride, rejoice in having a union second to 
none in the city. This success has not been accomplished without earnest, un¬ 
ceasing work, and to the credit of the members of the Union generally, it can be 
truly said that a general interest has been constantly alive, with a view to the ele¬ 
vation of the craft. Through the efforts of this Union the painters of this city 
have secured the nine-hour work-day, and an increase in wages of about forty per 
cent. The financial condition of the Union is in excellent shape, as it has a hand¬ 
some bank account to its credit. The initiation fee is $5.00, and monthly dues 
50 cents. A local sick benefit is paid, of $5.00 a week, to members on six months 
membership, and a death benefit of 50 cents per member. The general benfits are: 
wife’s funeral benefit of $25.00 to $50.00, according to length of membership; mem¬ 
ber’s benefits are from $50.00 to $150.00, according to length of membership. 
Members benefits include death and permanent disability. Strikes are discouraged^ 
yet, if thi’own on the defensive by unfair contractors, members receive a benefit of 
$5.00 per week while out on strike. 

While the painters are constantly alive to their own interests, they have 
also willingly and cheerfully tendered whatever aid possible to the cause of the 
labor movement in general. And since the formation of their Union they have 
been faithful representatives of both the Building Trades Council and the Central 
Labor Union of this city. And While rejoicing over continued prosperity, the 
painters hope that similar good fortune may result from the efforts of all trades 
unions.

Metal Polishers, Buffers ar^d Platers No. 2, of Toledo, O. 

W AS organized September 9, 1890, at Turners’ Hall, by the General Organ¬ 
izer ot the A. F. of L., in this district. There were eleven charter mem¬ 
bers, and the organization was known as the Metal Polishers’ Union No. 
5195, A. F. of L. 

The first officers were: President, B. Loughlane; Vice President, Wm. Rum- 
mell; Recording Secretary, Andrew McCafferty; Financial Secretary, John T. 
Gerity; Treasurer, A. Mulheisen; Sergeant-at-Arms, Geo. Leymour. Trustees: 
John Collins, W. J. McNamara, L. Plummer. 

The Union grew rapidly, and soon every metal polisher in Toledo was a 
member. On January 12, 1891, Fred Page was elected President, but resigned on 
March 2, 1891, B. Loughlane was again elected to fill the chair, which he held 
until April 13, when he resigned, and John T. Gerity was elected to fill the va¬ 
cancy. Bro. Gerity held ‘the president’s chair until June, 1892, when Rufus 
Young was elected. Bro. Young resigned in April, 1893, and Fred. Carr was elected 
to fill the vacancy, and re-elected July 1, 1893, for one year. 

The Union was one of the seven which organized the Metal Polishers’ Inter¬ 
national Union, at Toledo, January 27, 1892. F. J. Carr was the Union’s repre¬ 
sentative at the convention. The name of the Union was then changed to the 
present one. 

The Union meets every second Thursday, until October 1st, and every 
Thursday after that, at Mulcaliey’s Hall, on Monroe St. The address of the Secre¬ 
tary is always P. 0. Box 264. * 

The organization has always been progressive, has never come out second- 
best in a controversy, and succeeds in holding all old members and getting in 
almost every polisher who gets a job in the city, and despite the fact that it has 
had some disagreements with employers, it is at present on the best of terms with 
all firms in the city. The present membership is seventy. The offices are now 
filled as follows: President, Fred J. Carr; Vice President, W. J. Connell; Finan¬ 
cial Secretary, W. J. Mulholland; Recording Secretary, H. G. Curlett; Corre¬ 
sponding Secretary, A. McAlpin; Treasurer, John F. Gerity; Sergeant-at-Arms, 
Wm. Tattersall. Trustees: A. W. Schlege, Fred Keaging, A. Mulheisen.

T HIS union was organized at Lake Seaman’s Union hall, Water street, on 
March 12, 1882. Two attempts previous to this time were made to main¬ 
tain a union, the first in the early 60’s and the second in 1880, but were 
unsuccessful, and after a short duration in both instances lapsed for want of 
interest in the movement. The third attempt met with better success. Mr. M. J. 
Thompson was elected president, and through the persistent efforts of himself, ably 
assisted by about fitteen other carpenters, after many ups and downs succeeded in 
establishing the union on a sound basis. From this nucleus grew the present 
prosperous union, and, after eleven years of steady progress, it prides itself upon 
being the largest union in the city, having at present a membership of 290. 

In the spring of 1889 it was decided to make a move for a nine hour day, 
to take effect March 1. No difficulty was encountered in making the demand, 
which resulted in giving employment to a greater number of carpenters with an 
increased rate of pay. In 1890 its present quarters were leased for a term of ten 
years, and after an expense of $850 in fitting up the hall, dedicated it February 
19, 1891. Since the organization of the union it has lost but nine members from 
death. Its dues are but 60c. per month for beneficiary members and 35c. for 
apprentices and men admitted after becoming 50 years of age. A local benefit of 
$100 is paid on the death of a member, which, with the $200 paid by the Brother¬ 
hood, is of material assistance to the widow and orphans. A sick benefit of $5 
Ml per week is also paid to the sick members, and since January, 1892, alone over 
j$1450 have been paid out for that purpose. The objects of the Union are : To 
discourage piece work, to encourage an apprentice system and a higher standard of 
: skill, to cultivate a feeling of friendship among the craft, to assist each other to 
secure employment, to reduce the hours of daily labor, to secure adequate pay for 
our work, to furnish aid in cases of death and sickness, and by legal and proper 
means to elevate the moral, intellectual and social condition of its members and 
improve the trade. The union is affiliated with the Central Labor Union and 
Amalgamated Building Trades Council and was one of the unions to help organize 
both of the Central bodies. Its officers are : President, Louis Kimmerlin; vice- 
president, M. A. Strimous; recording secretary, C. F. Andrews; financial secretary, 
A. Smith; treasurer, R. T. Herbold; conductor, G. W. Stickles; warden, Olef 
Olsen. Trustees: W. R. Eckert, Simon P. Zerkel, Fred. M. Campfield, E. L.

Balters’ Union, No. 66. 

P ROBABLY no set of workers in Toledo ever needed protection more, and 
were slower to organize than the sturdy men working in our bake shops. 
Although in some cases working 16 and 18 hours a day at wages ranging 
from $5 to $9 a week, little enthusiasm could be awakened on the subject of a 
union, the one opinion seeming to be that they were beyond redemption. Through 
the untiring efforts, however, on the part of some of their more enlightened 
brethren, and through the gratuitous distribution of the Bakers’ Journal in the 
shops, a start was made toward organizing in March of 1890. About half the 
bakers attended a meeting called on that date; fully two-thirds attended a meeting 
a week later, and a week following a scale of wages was drafted reducing the hours 
of work to 10 and raising the wages to SI2 and $14. After a little hesitation on 
the part of proprietors this scale was accepted by all with one exception, where a 
strike was necessary. At present all shops in Toledo are employing union men, 
and a more fitting illustration of the results to be obtained by organization cannot 
be had than in the instance of this union. 


United Association Journeymer) Plumbers, Gas Fitters, Stearq 
Fitters, and Steam Fitters' Helpers, Local Union No. 50. 

T HOUGHTFUL and leading members of the Journeymen Plumbers, Gas 
Fitters and Steam Fitters, who have given considerable attention to the 
chances afforded them of improving their trades in every possible way, saw 
that the formation of a union was of the most vital necessity. In 1886 they 
formed a local, but soon saw the advisability of joining a national body. After 
due deliberation they decided to affiliate with the International Asssociation, and 
on March 22, 1887, they became Local No. 37, with thirteen members. During 
their connection with the International Association they were able to reduce the 
working hours from ten to nine, and command better compensation for their toil. 

While there were any hopes of saving the International Association they 
remained firm adherents to its principles, but realizing that its course was run, 
and its usefulness at an end, they affiliated with the United Association December 
1, 1890, with thirty-seven members, they being the fiftieth local to join the United 
Association. Since then they have been able to obtain an increase of wages, and 
are also steadily increasing in members, having now a membership of fifty. Offi¬ 
cers: President, Thomas H. Reekie; Vice President, Thomas Fiander; Financial 
Secretary, Frank Miller; Treasurer, John Kloster; Recording Secretary, Hendery 
C. Teal; Inside Sentinel, M. Ryan; Outside Sentinel, P. Hadden. Board of Di¬ 
rectors: M. Eagen, M. Ryan, F. Gervin.

Local Unioiq No. 81, of the A. F. G. W. U. 


T HE first union of glassworkers was organized in Toledo, Aug. 20, 1888. 
The members forming the new local came to Toledo to accept positions in 
the blowing department of the Libbey Glass Works. The majority of the 
men had been employed by the Libbey Company at their former location, Boston, 
Mass., for a number of years. A number also came from various parts of the 
country, all being furnished with transfer cards from the local union under whose 
jurisdiction they had formerly worked. The organization of a local union is 
merely a matter of form, as the most of the workmen in the glass industry are 
members of the union, there being but few exceptions. A meeting of the workmen 
is called, at which officers and committees are elected, when the cards of each 
workman, if properly signed and sealed, are accepted. None are allowed or per¬ 
mitted to work, except apprentices, unless presenting a regulation card. The first 
president of L. U. No. 81 was Mr. M. J. Owens, afterwards promoted to the posi¬ 
tion of foreman of the blowing department, but now having charge of that 
department at the World’s Fair. Mr. D. J. Crowley was selected to look after the 
financial affairs of the local, and succeeded himself in that position a number of 
terms as financial secretary. Mr. Crowley has, with the exception of a few terms, 
ably filled the position until the past few months. When M. J. Owens was trans¬ 
ferred to Chicago, Mr. Crowley was requested to accept the position of foreman and 
did so. The fact of the Libbey Glass Company selecting the most prominent 
union men to act as foremen demonstrates that a workman can become a zealous 
union advocate and still retain the respect and good-will of his employers. The 
members of No. 81 included all the journeymen in the blowing department and 
mould-making department also. Shortly after the organization of No. 81 the 
members became interested in the affairs of the other trades throughout the city, 
and elected delegates to the Central Labor Union. Prominent among the delegates 
at that time were Mr. Thomas Manion and J. J. Lorden. Mr. Manion has since 
retired from the glass business, but still retains his membership in No. 81. J. J. 
Lorden became a very enthusiastic worker in the interests of unionism, and was 
twice elected to serve as presiding officer of the Central Labor Union. Mr. Lorden 
also creditably filled the position of president of No. 81 more than one term. Mr. 
M. B. McCarthy filled the position of recording and corresponding secretary of 
No. 81 for several terms; was also a delegate to the Central Labor Union and was 
elected as recording secretary of that body; served as president of No. 81 also. 
Mr. McCarthy is the president of the Central Labor Union at the present time. 
Local Union No. 81 have had no serious trouble since their organization, all 
difficulties having been amicably adjusted between the factory committee and the 
company. A sick benefit of six dollars per week is paid to members when sick 
or disabled. 




Toledo Musical Protective Association, Local 25. 

T HIS Association, being as yet in its infancy, organized in 1890 with forty- 
eight charter members, and by its healthful growth has eighty members on 
its ledger. It comprised of the following bands and orchestras in the city: 
Federick’s, Leon’s, Mathias’, Peoples’, and Wolf’s. The present officers are: Presi¬ 
dent, J. M. Justen, Secretary, L. I. Hollinger. 

The national head boasts as well of its growth. In 1890 it had twenty-five 
Locals in the League, now it contains seventy-seven, which includes almost every 
principal city in the Union. The national head has a death beneficial scheme in 
operation which is growing strong, though none but members in good standing 
are admitted.

Beer Drivers' Union No. 87. 

T HIS union was organized Feb. 21, 1892, through the efforts of the Brewery 
Workers’ Union, No. 60. For some time a few of the drivers had been 
members of No. 60, but as their interests could better be subserved by 
organizing a union of drivers and helpers it was decided to organize as such. Mr. 
John Sanske was elected its first president. The union is in a prosperous condi¬ 
tion, and as it and No. 60 work to a great extent together, it has had the same 
success in regard to its agreements with the brewery owners as the latter. The 
union is represented in the Central Labor Union as also in the National Union. 
Its officers elected for the present term are: President, Wm. Stebel; vice-president, 
John Steiger; treasurer, Geo. Emmet; recording and financial secretary, Louis 
Mueller. 




Brewery Workers' Unior^, No. 60. 

'NION No. 60 was chartered March 15, 1891. Although a majority of the 
members of the union were members of a benevolent association known as 
the Gambrinus Society, and at that time affiliated with the Central Labor 
Union, it was thought best for the interests of those working at the trade that a 
union of brewery workers should be organized and thus be better able to reap the 
advantages to be derived in the betterment of the conditions of men interested. 
Accordingly, the men working in the breweries, and not connected with the 
Gambrinus Society, agitated the formation of the union with the above result. 

The meetings of this union for the first year were presided over by a chair¬ 
man appointed at each meeting by the recording secretary, its first chairman being 
Valentine Hellmann. John Lok, recording .and financial secretary, and B. 
Schneider, treasurer, were elected for a term of one year. During the first year of 
its existence a verbal agreement with the several breweries was made through the 
assistance of the Central Labor Union, whereby the hours of labor were reduced 
from 16 to 10 hours per day and the rate of wages were increased from $40 to $55 
per month. After the expiration of the first term of its officers the union decided 
to change the mode of electing its chairman by electing a president for a term of 
one year. The agreements between the union and brewers in the second year 
were made over the signature of the parties interested and resulted in another 
raise in wages, and material changes were made in regard to pay for overtime and 
holidays. This result, however, was‘only obtained through the persistent effort of 
the Central Labor Union and Mr. John Mueller, Cleveland, member of the execu-

tive * committee of the National Union. No change of wages was made in the 
contract this year, although several concessions were made the men by the bosses, 
and it is noteworthy of remark that the union was able to come to an agreement 
with the bosses without the aid of the Central body. The union has a member¬ 
ship of 125 and is in a good financial condition. Its officers at present are: 
President, William Burgemeier; vice-president, Daniel Boehler; treasurer, Casper 
Metzger; recording and financial secretary, Louis Mueller. 


Drivers and Helpers' Protective Upiop, No. 6020. 

B ESIRING to rescue their calling from the low level to which it had fallen, a 
party of drivers, helpers and others, working for the truck companies of 
Toledo, met, on April 20, 1893, and decided to organize a union, and with 
the assistance of the Amalgamated Council of Building Trades, secured a charter 
from the American Federation of Labor, and on May 23, 1893, perfected an organi¬ 
zation known as the Drivers and Helpers 5 Protective Union No. 6020.

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T HE Journeymen Barbers’ International Union of America, was organized at 
. Buffalo, December 5, 1887. At the present time there are nearly two 
hundred unions throughout the United States. One of the greatest objects 
of the Journeymen Barbers Union is to abolish the inhuman hours of labor. They 
pay weekly benefits. They bury the dead. They assist those in and out of em¬ 
ployment so that they and theirs may enjoy the just fruits of their labor. 

They aim to establish a universal Sunday rest-day, and shorten the long 
week day hours of labor. It has been fully demonstrated that the work can be ac¬ 
complished in nearly half the time. The barber used to work ninty-six hours for 
a week’s work, which was equal to eighteen months for one year’s pay. Since the 
J. B. U. was organized the hours of labor have been cut down one-third, and the 
books show just as good receipts as when they worked one day and a half for a 
day’s work. 

Union No. 5, of Toledo, was organized in December, 1888, with ten charter 
members. At present there are 115, which comprises all the best shops in the 
city. No. 5 has worked to do away with Sunday labor, and was the first to pre¬ 
sent a bill making it unlawful to shave on Sunday. Their efforts were not vain 
for they succeeded in passing the bill. Ohio was the first State to pass a special 
law prohibiting barbering on Sunday. Since the organization of No. 5 they have 
buried three of its members, and a large number have received sick benefits. No. 
5 is the banner Union, having the greatest number of any local in America.

We are in favor of arbitration whenever differences exist between employer 
and employe. 

We favor the self-employment of labor, as only complete independence can 
be obtained when the laborer is no longer dependent on other individuals for the 
right of work; and especially do we 'recommend that, whenever trades intend 
striking for the accomplishment of any just purpose, if the funds of the organiza¬ 
tion will allow it, the resistance, instead of being passive, shall become active and 
aggressive, by using the funds productively, instead of unproductively. 

We recommend that every wage-earner shall exercise an independent use of 
the ballot, and, as a citizen, vote for those men and measures, irrespective of party, 
which he deems for the best interests of labor. We further declare that we will 
oppose, by all honorable means, the election to any office of a candidate, of any 
party who is a known enemy to organized labor. 


ATrjalgamate'd Council of Building Trades, of Toledo, O. 

T HE Amalgamated Council of Building Trades is the outcome of a discussion 
in the Central Labor Union as to the propriety of taking hold and strength¬ 
ening the different trades unions represented under its jurisdiction. The 
Central Labor Union authorized the plumbers, carpenters, painters, plasterers and 
tinners to call a mass meeting for the benefit of the building trades. This meeting 
proved to be a success. However, it was not without much trouble and expense 
that the Council was organized, May 26th, 1890. The Council is now composed of 
the following locals: Carpenters, plasterers, painters, tinners, electrical workers. 
The object of the Council may be gathered from the following preamble of its con¬ 
stitution: ‘‘Believing that a more intimate acquaintance with each other as 
separate branches of the building industries of this city will lead to a better 
understanding of our separate wants, and will enable us to make more rational 
and just demands, and at the same time divest our unions of possible abuses and 
inconsiderate actions, thus promoting harmony among our individual members 
and separate unions and command the respect of the employers. And, recogniz¬ 
ing the truth of the axiom that no man can be a true union man who is satisfied 
to work with a non-union man, believing that a common bond of interest should 
exist between all tradesmen engaged in the building industries, and to give mutual 
assistance to help each other to maintain our rights, and to use our united efforts 
to protect the property owner from the imposition of unscrupulous contractors and 
botch work to the end that the highest standard of skill and wages may be main¬ 
tained.” The object of the Council is to centralize the united efforts and expe¬ 
rience of the various societies engaged in the erection and alteration of buildings, 
and that they may form one common council and with common interest to prevent 
that which may be injurious to themselves, and for the common good of all. Since 
the Council was organized much good has been accomplished and each union 
represented derives a benefit, and every branch of the building trades should be 
represented in the Council. 


Toledo Typographical Uiqion, No. 63. 


"I r^HIS organization was formed in November, 1864, under a charter granted 
by the National Typographical Union*, organized at Cincinnati in May, 
1852. In .June, 1869, the name of the parent body was changed to the 
International Typographical Union of North America, and in 1872 Toledo union 
exchanged its charter for its present one. It was among the first trade societies 
to adopt liberal beneficiary features, and has paid hundreds of dollars to its 
members in sick and death benefits. The introduction of labor-saving machinery 
has decreased its membership to some extent, but No. 63 has still about one 
hundred members in good standing. The present officers are : President, Charles 
M- Berry; vice-president, H. V. Caton; recording secretary, William Curran; finan¬ 
cial secretary, E. L. Griffith; treasurer, Thomas Rooney; sergeant-at-arms, Fred.

Coopers' Urporp No. 34. 

T HE coopers of Toledo, after the collapse of the International Union in 1878, 
were never organized as a trades union, although nearly all of them 
t belonged to mixed assemblies of the Knights of Labor, but upon the reor¬ 
ganizing of the International Coopers’ Union, they began to agitate the question of 
a cooper’s union, and on the fourteenth of February, 1892, local union No. 34 was 
organized with nineteen charter members. They now have a membership of 65. 
They have stamps for stamping beer and liquor packages which they have regis¬ 
tered under the State law of Ohio and have a written contract with each of the # 
breweries of Toledo whereby nothing but stamped packages are to be used. The 
n is affiliated with the Central Labor Union; it will also send a delegate to 
t meeting of the C. I. U., which meets in Milwaukee on Sept. 12th, 1893. Its 
< fs at present are: President, John G. Peet, 2313 Chase street; Vice-President,

7AS organized July 21st, 1889, at Walbridge hall, with twelve members. 

Daniel Carney was the first president, and John Manion vice-president; 

* Alonzo A. Reilly the first secretary, Henry Gilroy treasurer, John Harring- 
h- ‘rgeant-at-arms; trustees, Cornelius Sweeney, John Sole and John Farrell. 
Whex the pavers’ union was organized, wages were from $2 to $3 per day of ten 
hiurs. Our first object was to reduce the hours of toil, but we met with stern 
oppc^sjtion from the bosses, and in order to avoid trouble on the start we changed 
our pV in aaid increased the wages to $4 per day and nine hours on Saturday, to 
take effect on all contracts let after Sept. 1, 1889. On this we made an agreeable 
se ^tiement with the bosses. Then was the time that every man who worked at the 
trade came into the union, making a membership of forty-seven. The ultimate 
object of the pavers’ union, as of other labor organizations, is first an eight hour 
day. The toilers are abreast with the times, not merely to squeamishly say: “We 
always wanted eight hours,” but to insist that the time has arrived that the eight 
hour work day shall be enforced; that its enforcement does not mean ruin, but a 
greater prosperity; that it does not mean a “ disarrangement,” but a better 
arrangement of business. Our union has been affiliated with the Central Labor 
Union since August, 1889. Our present officers are: President, Alonzo A. Reilly; 
vice-president, Daniel Carney; secretary, John Kiley; treasurer, Henry Gilroy;
